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Bad  trend 


Retailers  may  be  forgiven  for 
thinking  in  these  days  of  recession 
that  there  are  more  people 
researching  the  people  who  are 
buying  than  there  are  actually 
doing  the  buying!  However,  each 
new  source  brings  its  own  tit-bits  for 
the  chemist,  and  the  latest — Mintel's 
new  quarterly  Retail  Intelligence* 
is  no  exception. 

In  this  case  the  offering  is  a 
series  of  figures  relating  to  the 
proportion  of  last  purchases  of 
product  categories  made  in  grocers. 
And  for  proprietary  medicines  the 
finding  is  an  overall  12  per  cent 
(but  8  per  cent  in  the  case  of  men, 
15  per  cent  for  women),  with 
regional  differences  ranging  from 
10  per  cent  in  Anglia,  Midlands 
and  West,  to  14  per  cent  in  London 
and  the  South. 

These  percentages  are  cause 
enough  for  chemists'  concern,  but 
Mintel's  deeper  examination  of  the 
figures  revealed  two  very  disturbing 
trends.  First,  it  is  the  young  who 
are  most  likely  to  buy  medicines 
from  the  grocer  (25  per  cent  of  the 
15-24  age  group  made  last  purchases 
there  compared  with  only  4  per 
cent  among  the  55  and  over  group). 
Second,  the  higher  AB  socio- 
economic classes  were  at  least  as 
likely  to  buy  from  the  grocer  as 
the  other  classes — and,  perhaps 
against  expectations,  much  more  so 
than  the  lowest  E  class. 

The  latter  trend  appears  even 
more  markedly  in  the  statistics  for 
make-up,  where  Mintel  found  ABs 
gave  the  highest  "grocery"  rating 
— 13  per  cent  of  the  sample  having 
made  last  purchases  in  these 
outlets  compared  with  an  average  of 
9  per  cent  for  all  classes  and  as 
low  as  3  per  cent  for  E  class. 


This  is  against  the  general  finding 
for  non-foods — that  the  ABs  are 
much  less  likely  to  buy  at  a  grocery 
outlet.  Mintel  observes:  "No  doubt 
the  richer  parts  of  the  population 
are  more  willing  than  others  to  pay 
the  premium  prices  of  specialist 
shops  in  exchange  for  better 
products  and  wider  choice." 
Unfortunately  this  is  not  true  for 
the  chemist,  who  appears  to  lose 
a  considerable  proportion  of  these 
high  spenders. 

Certainly  the  public  has  little 
difficulty  in  finding  a  grocer  to 
supply  medicines,  the  research 
showing  that  some  73  per  cent  are 
stockists,  with  little  variation 
between  multiples  and  independents. 
There  are  nevertheless  some 
surprising  regional  differences,  the 
sterling  distribution  being  as  low  as 
56  per  cent  in  London  against 
95  per  cent  in  Anglia. 

As  yet  there  are  no  comparative 
figures  available  for  earlier  years,  so 
it  is  impossible  to  see  whether 
things  are  getting  better  or  worse 
for  the  chemist.  However,  this  is 
a  new  research  and  publishing 
venture  for  Mintel  and  we  may 
confidently  expect  to  hear  further 
instalments.

Lukewarm  response 
to  pricing  survey 

Only  two  wholesalers  contacted  in  a  National 
Pharmaceutical  Association  survey  have  admitted  that 
they  are  notionally  pricing  "ethicals".  A  list  of  those 
not  notionally  pricing  appears  below. 


The  NPA  sent  a  questionnaire  to 
57  wholesalers  but  only  29  (51  per  cent) 
replied;  the  remainder  either  declined 
to  participate  or  did  not  reply. 

However,  the  NPA  believes  that 
13  wholesalers  (23  per  cent)  out  of  the 
57  sampled  are  notionally  pricing. 
Significantly,  the  larger  wholesaling 
groups  did  not  wish  to  affirm  or  deny 
their  involvement  in  notional  pricing 
policies.  Sangers  and  Vestric  declined 
to  complete  the  questionnaire  and 
Unichem  and  Macarthys  did  not  reply. 
Barclays  came  in  the  latter  category 
but  the  questionnaire  was  not  sent  to 
their  head  office. 

Of  the  Numark  wholesalers, 
three-quarters  either  failed  to  respond 
or  declined  to  complete  the 
questionnaires  and,  according  to  NPA, 
one  third  of  these  are  notionally 
pricing.  The  remaining  quarter 
declared  that  they  did  not  notionally 
price  "ethicals"  to  their  customers. 

The  NPA  Board  of  Management 
believes  that  manufacturers  who  have 
reduced  their  margins  to  wholesalers 
below  15  per  cent,  or  introduced 
settlement  terms  recently  or  in  the 
past,  "must  bear  a  large  part  of 
the  blame  for  notional  pricing  and  the 
consequent  confusion."

GPs  give  pharmacists 
a  low  rating 

General  practitioners  do  not  rate 
either  pharmacists  or  hospital-based 
drug  information  units  very  highly 
among  their  various  sources  of 
information,  according  to  a  recent 
survey. 

A  paper  in  the  latest  edition  of 
the  Journal  of  the  Royal  Society  of 
Medicine  evaluates  the  results  of  252 
questionnaires  sent  out  to  general 
practitioners  on  the  relative  usefulness 
of  drug  information  sources.  When 
the  doctors  were  asked  to  rate  each 
source  on  a  five  point  scale, 
pharmacists  appeared  15th  overall  and 
drug  information  units  came  19th. 
However  when  the  doctor  was  asked 
to  list  the  five  sources  he  personally 
found  most  useful,  pharmacists  came 
17th  and  drug  information  units 
were  18th. 

In  both  lists  Mims  came  top  with 
Prescribers'  Journal  appearing  second 
in  the  five  point  scale  list  and  sixth 
in  the  "personal"  list.  Drug  firm 
representatives  appear  seventh  and 
fourth  respectively.  The  authors,  Dr 
B.  Strickland-Hodge,  Medicines 
Research  Unit,  UWIST,  and  M.  H. 
Jepson,  Department  of  Pharmacy, 
University  of  Aston,  comment  that 
this  implies  that  although  Prescribers' 
Journal  is  thought  to  be  a  useful 
source  it  is  rarely  used  as  such, 
suggesting  an  unrealised  potential 
for  it.  They  also  say  it  appears  that 
representatives  are  of  more  use  to 
the  doctors  than  is  appreciated. 


When  the  doctors  were  asked  what 
information  sources  they  used  for 
finding  out  about  the  existence  of  new 
drugs,  representatives  were  cited 
most  frequently,  followed  by  Mims. 
For  evaluating  new  drugs,  newly 
qualified  doctors  used  Drug  and 
Therapeutics  Bulletin  significantly 
more  than  older  doctors.  General 
practitioners  qualified  for  at  least  31 
years  used  consultant 
recommendations  more  than  younger 
doctors.  ■ 


Gloomy  prospects 
for  the  trade... 

Gloomy  prospects  for  both  wholesale 
and  retail  chemists  emerge  from  the 
latest  ICC  Business  Ratio  Report. 

The  report  analyses  both 
individual  performances  and 
averages  for  99  companies  for 
three  years  up  to  September  1979. 
The  51  retail  chemists  looked  at 
include  some  drug  stores  and  both 
large  and  small  multiples.  Pre-tax 
profits  growth  (average)  declined 
sharply  from  1977/78  on  1976/77 
to  1978/79  on  1977/78,  from  +35.8 
per  cent  to  -  1.9  per  cent  for 
retail  and  from  +11.3  per  cent  to 
+  2.7  per  cent  for  wholesale. 
The  report  comments  that  much  of 
the  growth  in  1977/78  was  accounted 
for  by  Boots  and  they  attribute  the 
drop  in  wholesalers'  profit  growth  to 
increased  competition. 

Pre-tax  margins  fell  in  1978/79  to 
5.5  per  cent  for  retail  and  3.2  per  cent 
for  wholesale.  However  most  of  the 
retail  companies  are  shown  as  having 
margins  well  below  the  average.

...but  sales  increase 


Retail  sales  of  all  chemists  rose  by 
14  per  cent  in  October  to  an  index  of 
139  (1976=100),  according  to 
Department  of  Industry  statistics. 

Sales  of  all  businesses  rose  1 1  per 
cent  to  an  index  of  163.  The  increase 
for  small  businesses  (turnover  less 
than  £lm  in  1976)  was  4  per  cent 
(index  127).  Large  businesses  were  up 
14  per  cent  (index  187)  of  which 
co-operative  societies  increased  sales  by 
13  per  cent  (index  159).  Combined 
sales  by  chemists  and  photographic 
dealers  rose  by  11  per  cent  (index  149). 
NHS  receipts  are  not  included.  ■ 
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Protest  over 
phone  rentals 


"We  three  chemists  from  Tenterden  are,  Not  very  happy  and  travelling  far." 


The  NPA  is  to  protest  to  the  new 
British  Telecom  Co  at  the  size  of  the 
increase  in  equipment  rental  charges 
to  be  imposed  from  March  1981. 
This  was  decided  at  last  month's 
Board  meeting. 

The  NPA  switchboard  rental,  for 
example,  is  going  up  from  £125  to 
£225  per  quarter  and  NPA  members 
face  similar  increases.  In  addition  the 
Board  is  protesting  through  the 
National  Chamber  of  Trade  and  the 
telephone  users'  consultative 
committee. 

■  The  board  decided  to  re-publicise 
the  opportunities  available  to  members 
for  promoting  the  sale  of  certain 
animal  medicines  offered  by  the 
recent  changes  in  medicines 
legislation.  Information  is  available 
from  Mallinson  House. 

■  Members  are  encouraged  to  support 
the  youth  opportunities  programme. 
The  Board  arranged  for  a  model 
scheme  and  draft  pro  forma  reports 
to  be  prepared  to  enable  members  to 
cope  easily  with  the  paperwork. 

■  After  considering  the  implications 
for  NPA  members  of  the  proposal 
that  Government  support  for  training 
boards  be  withdrawn,  the  Board 
decided  to  make  representations  to 
the  Government  that  continued 
Exchequer  support  should  be  made 
available  and  also  that  the  limit  on 
levies  be  maintained. 

■  It  was  reported  to  the  NPA  that 
the  National  Federation  of  Self- 
employed  (NFSE)  had  sent  out  a  free 
film  and  cheap  processing  envelope 
with  one  of  its  regular  mailings  to 
members.  Their  national  secretary 
said  that  there  was  no  evidence  that 
the  participation  by  NFSE  in  film 
processing  was  having  an  adverse 
effect  on  chemists  or  photographic 
dealers.  He  suggested  that  it  was 
chemists  rather  than  the  NFSE  who 
were  more  guilty  of  selling  other 
traders'  merchandise. 

■  NPA  members  will  be  offered  a 
"Stoma  care  stockist"  card  for  display 
in  their  pharmacy  windows. 

■  The  Board  noted  that  the  General 
Dental  Council  has  supplied  over 
2,000  dental  health  showcards  to 
retail  pharmacies  following  publicity 
about  the  dental  health  campaign. 
■Among  other  subjects  discussed  at 
the  meetings  were  rational  distribution 
of  pharmacies,  EEC  draft  Directive 
on  strict  liability,  bank  loans  for 
members,  Optrex  margins,  staff 
purchase  records  for  members. 
Controlled  Drugs  cabinets,  child- 
resistant  containers  and  "no  smoking" 
notices  for  pharmacy  display.  ■ 


Batch  of  Floxapen 
syrup  recalled 

Beecham  Research  Laboratories 
advise  pharmacists  that  a  small 
proportion  of  batch  no  P1051A  of 
Floxapen  syrup  125mg/5ml  may  have 
been  filled  with  ampicillin. 

All  customers  known  to  have 
purchased  this  batch  direct  from 
Beecham  have  been  notified  by 
telephone  and  telegram,  and  urgent 
measures  have  been  taken  to  stop 
distribution  of  the  suspect  batch  from 
wholesalers.  However,  all  customers 
are  asked  to  check  their  stock  of 
Floxapen  syrup  125mg/5ml  for  batch 
no  PI 051  A;  these  bottles  should  be 
returned  to  Beecham  Research 
Laboratories  or  the  appropriate 
wholesaler  for  replacement  or  credit. 

If  purchased  direct  the  address 
for  return  is:  Beecham  Research 
Laboratories,  RGI  section,  Clarendon 
Road,  Worthing,  Sussex,  and 
pharmacists  are  asked  to  notify  the 
company  before  returning  the  bottles

Match  in  aid  of  PC's 
fund  cancelled 

Fulham  Rugby  League  club  have  had 
to  abandon  plans  to  raise  a  possible 
£7,500  for  the  fund  in  aid  of  PC 
Frank  O'Neill's  widow. 

This  sum  would  have  come  from 
the  sale  of  5,000  tickets  which  the 
club  wished  to  give  to  the  police  to 
sell.  The  match  involved  was  a  home 
game  against  Batley  on  December 
28.  The  police  felt  unable  to  take 
up  the  offer. 

Mr  George  Noyce,  club  secretary, 
told  C&D  that  "For  Sunday  games 
programmes  are  normally  sold  at  the 
turnstiles  on  admittance  to  the 
ground.  As  the  police  would  have  had 
to  sell  tickets  in  advance,  the  relevant 
Act  would  have  been  contravened." 


He  commented  that  a  strong  local 
residents  association  objected  to 
additional  Sunday  fixtures. 
■  The  Pharmaceutical  Society's  fund 
for  PC  O'Neill  stood  at  £18,195  on 
Tuesday.  ■ 

Further  ban  on 
claims  for  foods 

Regulations  laid  before  Parliament 
last  week  prohibit  medicinal  claims 
being  made  for  foods. 

The  Food  Labelling  Regulations 
1980  (SI  1980,  No  1849,  HMSO,  £3) 
state:  "A  claim  that  a  food  is 
capable  of  preventing,  treating  or 
curing  human  disease  shall  not  be 
made,  either  expressly  or  by 
implication,  in  the  labelling  or 
advertising  of  any  food  which  does  not 
have  a  product  licence  issued  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Medicines  Act." 

However,  under  certain  conditions 
claims  can  be  made  that  foods 
fulfill  the  nutritional  requirements 
of  people  "whose  digestive  process 
or  metabolism  is  disturbed"  or  the 
requirements  of  people  who  benefit 
from  "controlled  consumption  of 
certain  substances."  The  Regulations 
also  specify  when  and  how  claims 
can  be  made  for  foods  suitable  for 
babies  and  young  children. 

The  Regulations  will  replace  the 
Labelling  of  Food  Regulations  1970, 
and  come  fully  into  effect  from 
January  1,  1983,  when  the  existing 
Regulations  will  be  revoked.  From 
January  1,  1981,  products  labelled 
according  to  the  new  Regulations 
may  circulate  freely,  if  they  comply 
with  the  provisions  in  the  1970 
Regulations  relating  to  claims.  The 
Regulations  implement  in  England 
and  Wales  the  EEC  Food  Labelling 
Directive  and  the  EEC  Directive  on 
Foods  for  Particular  Nutritional  Uses. 
They  have  also  taken  into  account 
the  recommendations  contained  in 
the  Food  Standards  Committee's 
"Second  report  on  food  labelling".  ■ 
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Health  Minister  criticises 
prescription  tax  poster 


Dr  Gerard  Vaughan,  Minister  for 
Health,  has  criticised  a  poster  on 
the  "NHS  prescription  tax"  now 
being  displayed  in  pharmacies. 

During  question  time  in  the 
Commons  on  Tuesday  he  said: 
"I  deplore  the  wording  of  this  poster 
very  much.  It  is  misleading.  The 
charge  is  not  a  tax  but  a  reasonable 
contribution  by  the  user  to  go 
towards  the  cost  of  the  NHS." 

[The  poster,  distributed  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Services  Negotiating 
Committee,  points  out  that  the 
"tax"  is  a  contribution  to  the  NHS 
and  not  a  payment  to  the 
pharmacist — Editor]. 

Dr  Vaughan  again  announced 
that  the  Government  had  no  plans 
"at  present"  for  a  further  increase 
in  prescription  charges. 
Mrs  Gwyneth  Dunwoody,  the  new 
Labour  spokesman  on  health,  said 
that  pharmacists  were  reporting 
more  and  more  cases  of  patients 
asking  them  to  decide  which  items 
on  a  prescription  could  be  omitted 
but  Dr  Vaughan  declined  to  give 
guidance  on  how  to  deal  with  such 
patients. 

Earlier,  in  a  Commons  written 
answer,  he  said,  "I  do  not  consider 
it  appropriate  for  me  to  intervene 
on  the  clinical  aspects  of  prescribing 
and  dispensing  of  medicines  for 
individual  patients;  these  are 
professional  matters  best  left  to  the 
judgments  of  those  directly  involved. 
I  have  no  evidence  that  difficulties 
of  the  kind  suggested  warrant 


further  action  on  my  part." 

When  Mrs  Dunwoody  referred 
to  the  "frightening  drop"  in  the 
numbers  of  prescriptions  following 
increased  charges,  Dr  Vaughan 
said  she  was  "trying  to  argue  it 
both  ways."  It  was  illogical  to 
encourage  people  to  take  fewer 
medicines  then  complain  when 
prescription  numbers  fell.  ■

Concern  over  Spring 
VAT  increase 


Conservative  MPs  are  increasingly 
concerned  that  the  Spring  Budget 
could  bring  a  further  increase  in 
VAT.  This  is  one  of  the  options 
being  considered  by  Treasury 
Ministers  as  they  seek  to  bring  the 
Government  financial  strategy  back 
on  course. 

After  introducing  the  15  per  cent 
rate  in  the  first  budget  in  1979,  Sir 
Geoffrey  Howe,  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer,  indicated  that  VAT  was 
unlikely  to  have  to  bear  any  further 
increase  during  the  lifetime  of  the 
present  Parliament.  But,  with  the 
levels  of  Government  borrowing  and 
spending  still  way  beyond  the  targets 
set  at  the  beginning  of  the  current 
financial  year,  some  substantial 
increase  in  taxation  in  the  next 
Budget  is  now  regarded  as  inevitable. 

A  number  of  leading  Ministers

are  arguing  against  a  further  increase 
in  VAT  because  of  the  impact  it 
would  make  on  the  retail  price  index, 
and  the  further  damage  which  would 
be  caused  to  many  small  businesses. 
On  the  other  hand,  without  an 
increase  in  VAT  the  Chancellor 
would  have  little  alternative  but  to 
raise  income  tax — a  step  which  the 
Prime  Minister  has  already  publicly 
announced  she  is  determined  to  resist. 

Mrs  Thatcher  favours  the 
increase  in  indirect  taxation  on  the 
grounds  that  the  increase  in  income 
tax  would  be  a  direct  contravention 
of  the  Conservative  Party's  principal 
election  pledge  and  contrary  to  the 
Government's  free  enterprise 
philosophy.  ■ 

History  conference 

The  theme  for  the  British  Society  for 
the  History  of  Pharmacy's  Spring 
conference  will  be  "Public  health 
through  the  ages — the  Winchester 
model". 

The  venue  is  King  Alfred's  College, 
Winchester  and  the  date  is  March 
27-29.  Programmes  and  booking  forms 
will  be  issued  in  March  and  the  full 
weekend  cost  will  be  about  £30. 

Other  dates  for  1981  are  February 
26,  when  Mr  E.  L.  Simco  will  present 
a  paper  on  the  history  of  perfumery 
and  May  21  when  Sir  William  Paton 
will  present  the  foundation  lecture.

Origin  marking 
revised 

A  revised  draft  Order  concerning 
origin  marking  on  clothing  textiles, 
footwear,  cutlery,  and  domestic 
electrical  appliances  has  been  issued 
by  Mrs  Sally  Oppenheim,  Minister 
for  Consumer  Affairs. 

The  revised  draft  proposes  that 
suppliers  to  the  retail  trade  must 
provide  origin  information  on,  or 
before,  delivery  of  the  goods  if  they 
supply  goods  unmarked.  The  second 
main  amendment  exempts 
advertisements  in  catalogues 
— including  mail  order  publications 
— from  the  requirement  to  include 
origin  information. 

The  Retail  Consortium  welcome 
the  changes,  but  still  feel  suppliers 
should  be  obliged  to  mark  goods, 
removing  the  responsibility  from 
retailers  altogether.  ■

Rep  response 


Judging  by  the  various  responses  to 
my  efforts  over  the  past  week  or  so, 
as  seen  in  letters  and  a  statement  by 
Vichy,  the  editor  ought  to  be  pleased 
that  he  has  a  stimulating  column  on 
his  hands.  But  the  trouble  is,  of 
course,  that  when  you  move  away 
from  good,  safe,  dreary  stuff 
you  land  yourself  (and  the  C&D) 
with  an  involvement  that  has  to  be 
followed  up  and  up  and  on  and  on — 
which  in  itself  can  become  dull. 

I  was  disappointed  to  find  myself 
shown  as  a  "Chilling  example  of 
failure  to  understand  what  pharmacy- 
only  and  enthusiastic  selling  are 
about".  Yet  I  didn't  say  that  I  or 
my  staff  were  waiting  for  the  stocks 
to  fly  off  our  shelves  of  their  own 
accord  but  tried  to  make  the  point, 
which  I  believe  is  true,  that  firms  who 
maintain  a  good  representative  call 
rate  also  maintain  and  build  their 
accounts.  Rightly  or  wrongly  the 
absence  of  visits  from  a  rep  is  felt 
as  a  sign  of  lack  of  interest  on  the 
part  of  the  manufacturer. 

Vichy  may  find  it  hard  to  believe 
that  anyone  could  lose  sight  of  the 
self-interest  inherent  in  establishing 
Vichy  sales,  but  staff  and  proprietor 
need  reminding  and  encouragement. 
Not  only  that,  franchise  wholesalers 
have  to  promote  the  products  with 
their  own  sales  force  to  avoid  turnover 
penalties. 

Mr  Walker,  in  his  comment,  thinks 
he  is  different  from  me  because  his 
house  is  in  order.  Although  I  didn't 
think  I  had  a  disorderly  house,  having 
run  quite  tight  stock  controls  for 
many  years,  I  still  consider  it 
advantageous  for  all  parties  to  have 
regular  service  calls  from  a  company 
when  a  new  product  range  is 
introduced  into  a  pharmacy. 


Matter  of  form 

When  I  was  at  school  there  were 
things  done  and  things  not  done.  All 
a  matter  of  form,  you  see,  nothing 
to  do  with  the  law  or  the  rules.  New 
boys  found  it  difficult  at  first, 
particularly  when  some  of  the 
Observances  were  of  quirky  historical 
origin.  But  in  pharmacy  there  aren't 
too  many  things  for  a  new  boy  to 
worry  about  since  the  rules  are  plain 
and  the  observance  obligatory. 
Yet  we  are  given  opportunities, 


not  strictly  within  official  requirements, 
to  show  good  form  by  helping  our 
customers  in  a  hundred  different  ways. 
The  goodwill  and  prestige  we  enjoy 
must  arise  in  part  at  least  from 
the  courtesies  most  of  us  give  for 
granted. 

Personally  I  am  glad  to  be  able 
to  supply  the  forms  FP  95  and  Mil 
to  patients  who  have  to  use  medicines 
regularly,  because  their  response 
has  made  it  clear  that  they  are 
grateful  for  my  concern  in  helping 
them  keep  their  prescription  tax 
liability  as  low  as  possible.  Of  course 
it  is  perceived  that  it  is  in  my 
interests  as  well  as  theirs,  but  even 
that  seems  to  make  a  bond  between 
us. 

It  is  sad  that  Eleanor  Harrington 
of  Beckenham,  Kent,  feels  that  it  is 
not  her  business  to  hand  out  forms 
which  might  help  her  customers,  for 
it  is  a  service  which  would  cost  her 
nothing  and  might  help  sustain  the 
level  of  her  turnover  in  difficult  times. 
Perhaps  she  has  had  disappointments. 
But  to  choose  this  time  and  this 
item  as  a  basis  for  a  demarcation 
protest  seems  unfortunate. 

Family  planning 

I  am  grateful  that  our  Pharmaceutical 
Society  is  taking  active  steps  to  give 
us  an  information  pack  on 
contraceptive  methods  which  we  may 
use  as  a  basis  for  advice  to 
customers.  It  is  time  we  had  a  more 
uniform  level  of  information 
available  from  all  pharmacies — 
guidance,  in  fact,  so  that  we  may  be 
seen  as  qualified  advisers  in  family 
planning  which  we  already  are  up 
to  a  point.  My  feeling  is  that  if  we 
want  to  offer  this  kind  of  service 
seriously  then  a  good  number  of  us 
will  have  to  provide  somewhere  quiet 
enough  for  people  to  consult  in 
privacy,  which  might  raise  a  lot  of 
new  problems  not  only  in  terms  of 
premises,  but  ethically. 

Will  we  charge  for  our  advice,  or 
will  we  have  to  sell  a  product  to 
make  a  profit?  Will  the  DHSS  give 
us  a  fee  per  consultation,  or  will  a 
payment  be  made  in  the  global  sum? 
I  like  asking  questions,  even  though 
I  rarely  get  answers.  ■

Advances  in  therapy  1980 

by  C.  R.  Day,  FPS 


Most  of  the  drugs  in  use  today  have 
been  developed  within  the  past  fifty 
years,  despite  the  fact  the  conception 
of  chemotherapy  started  in  the  early 
years  of  this  century  with  Ehrlich's 
discovery  of  arsphenamine,  a  compound 
that  attacked  the  syphilis  spirochaete 
in  the  body  without  harming  the  host. 

Then,  in  1935,  came  the  finding 
that  a  red  dye  compound  Prontosil 
was  effective  against  streptococcal 
infections;  quickly  it  was  found  that 
the  activity  of  the  new  drug  was  not 
in  its  dye  property  but  in  one  of  its 
metabolites — sulphanilamide.  This 
finding  lead  to  the  sulphonamide 
"explosion"  which  was  followed  in  due 
course  by  penicillin,  streptomycin, 
cortisone,  the  phenothiazines  and  many 
others  which  have  revolutionised 
medical  treatment  beyond  imagination 
just  fifty  years  ago. 

When  we  look  to  the  future,  as  all 
experimentally  based  firms  in  the 
pharmaceutical  industry  must  do,  we 
see  areas  of  ill  health  still  little 
affected  by  modern  advances.  Thus  a 
break  through  is  sought  for  the 
treatment  of  the  majority  of  deep  solid 
tumours,  many  viral  conditions,  most 
atheromatous  arterial  disease, 
schizophrenia  and  dementia,  multiple 
sclerosis,  etc.  However,  research 
workers  are  fully  aware  of  these 
unsolved  problems  and  always  have 
in  mind  that  to  continue  their  existence 
they  must  "innovate  or  die". 

Our  review  goes  some  way  in 
showing  that  such  innovation  continues 
and  that  the  current  year  offers  some 
true  advances  in  the  alleviation  of 
pain,  suffering  and  ill  health  generally. 


Anti-inflammatory 
agents 

The  number  of  non-steroidal  anti- 
inflammatory agents  (NSAA) 
continues  to  grow  and  the  question  is 
often  posed  as  to  why  further  drugs  of 
this  type  are  needed.  Clinical  use  of  the 
compounds  currently  available  has 
demonstrated  that  some  patients 
respond  well  to  specific  agents  whilst 
others  do  not.  Therapy  is  then 
conducted  on  a  trial  or  error  basis 
until  an  effective  drug  is  found. 
Unfortunately  there  are  some 
sufferers  still  virtually  unaided  by  the 
available  substances  and  it  seems  that 
each  new  agent  will  allow  another 
group  of  patients  to  benefit  with  the 


minimum  of  side  effects.  More  research 
is  needed  into  the  mode  of  action  of 
all  antirheumatoid  drugs,  into 
deciding  patient  response  and  the 
lowering  of  incidence  of  side  effects. 

Since  our  previous  review  three 
NSAA  have  become  available. 
Piroxicam  (Feldene)  belongs  to  a  new 
chemical  class,  the  ox'icams, 
developed  as  a  result  of  research  on 
dioxoisoquinolone  derivatives.  The 
drug  has  a  plasma  half-life  of  about  38 
hours  which  permits  maintenance  of 
therapeutic  blood  levels  with  a  single 
daily  dose  of  20mg.  It  is  indicated  for 
most  arthritic  states  and  particularly 
striking  results  have  resulted  from  its 
use  in  ankylosing  spondylitis  and  acute 
gout. 

Another  long-acting  anti-fheumatic 
is  fenbufen  (Lederfen).  It  is  a 
propionic  acid  derivative  (like 
ibuprofen  and  fenoprofen).  Fenbufen 
is  rapidly  metabolised  but  its  action  is 
prolonged  because  the  chief  metabolites 
which  are  as  active  as  fenbufen  itself 
have  a  10-17  hour  half-life.  The 
recommended  dosage  is  600mg  taken 
at  night  with  a  further  300mg  in  the 
morning  if  needed. 

Benoxaprofen  (Opren)  is  also  a 
propionic  acid  derivative  and  a  long- 
acting  NSAA  recently  released  for 
general  practice.  It  is  for  the  relief  of 
symptoms  of  rheumatoid  arthritis  and 
osteoarthritis.  The  usual  adult  regimen 
is  600mg  daily  given  as  a  single  dose 
either  in  the  morning  or  one  hour 
before  bedtime.  Benoxaprofen, 
unlike  most  other  NSAA,  has  only 
a  moderately  inhibiting  action  on 
prostaglandin  synthesis,  which  is 
insufficient  to  account  for  its  activity. 
It  exerts  a  selective  inhibition  on  the 
migration  of  monocytes  (phagocytic 
cells)  from  blood  vessels  to  inflamed 
areas.  Normally  monocytes  absorb 
cellular  debris  and  induce  healing,  but 
when  there  is  long-standing  damage 
it  'is  believed  that  monocytes  trigger 
a  chain  of  reactions  which  lead  to  the 
development  of  chronic  inflammatory 
response.  It  is  hoped  that  this  new 
drug,  as  well  as  dealing  with  the  acute' 
inflammation  and  pain  of  arthritic 
states,  Will  also  control  the  chronic 
inflammatory  process. 

All  three  new  NSAA  should  be 
used  with  caution  in  patients  showing 
symptoms  or  signs  of  gastrointestinal 
bleeding  or  ulceration. 

It  should  be  mentioned  that  other 
NSAA  are  in  the  pipeline  including 
meclofenamic  acid  and  indoprofen. 


Research  is  also  proceeding  in  the  field 
of  "anti-rheumatic"  drugs  other  than 
NSAAs;  these  include  gold  and 
penicillamine.  Gold  in  the  form  of 
sodium  aurothiomalate  (Myocrisin) 
has  been  available  for  more  than  fifty 
years  and  some  outstanding  results 
have  been  achieved  With  it  in 
rheumatoid  arthritis,  but  it  remains  a 
highly  toxic  agent  and  suffers  from  the 
drawback  of  having  to  be  given 
intramuscularly.  Studies  on  an  oral 
gold  derivative,  auranofin,  are  in 
progress.  This  may  result  in  an  easily 
administered  "gold"  with  fewer  side 
effects. 

Topical  therapy  for  inflammatory 
conditions  of  the  musculoskeletal 
system  has  traditionally  been  with  the 
counter-irritants  and  rubefacients, 
however  benzydamine  (Difflam)  is  a 
product  claimed  to  have  true  anti- 
inflammatory action  on  local 
application  to  affected  areas.  This 
compound  acts  by  inhibition  of 
prostaglandin  synthesis  at  the  site  of 
inflammation,  in  other  words,  its  action 
is  similar  to  the  oral  administration  of 
NSAA.  The  benzydamine  cream  is 
massaged  into  the  affected  area  three 
to  six  times  a  day  according  to 
severity.  Local  skin  reactions  have 
occurred  in  less  than  two  per  cent  of 
patients. 


Cardiovascular 
drugs 

A  peripheral  vasodilator  for  the 
management  of  severe  hypertension 
has  been  introduced  under  the  name 
minoxidil  (Loniten).  It  is  claimed  to 
be  more  potent  than  existing  oral 
arterial  vasodilators  and  is  indicated 
for  the  treatment  of  severe 
hypertension  resistant  to  other  drugs, 
and  where  there  is  associated  renal 
failure.  Minoxidil  may  cause  marked 
retention  of  salt  and  water;  it  is 
essential  therefore  to  accompany  its 
use  with  a  thiazide  diuretic  or  possibly 
frusemide.  As  minoxidil  increases  the 
heart  rate  it  is  also  necessary  to  give  a 
beta-blocker,  propranolol  80-1 60mg 
daily  for  example. 

The  adult  dosage  of  minoxidil  is 
initially  5mg  daily  in  single  or 
divided  doses,  subsequently  increased 
to  lOmg  and  then  by  steps  of  lOmg  at 
three  day  intervals  until  optimum

blood  pressure  control  is  achieved. 
Minoxidil  is  available  as  tablets  of 
2.5mg,  5mg  and  lOmg.  One  of  the 
more  common  side  effects  of  the  drug 
is  hypertrichosis  which  may  be 
unacceptable  to  some  female  patients. 

Another  peripheral  vasodilator 
already  marketed  in  Germany  and 
undergoing  clinical  trial  in  the  UK  is 
molsidomine.  It  has  been  found  to 
have  a  beneficial  long  acting 
preventive  action  in  patients  with 
angina  pectoris;  the  consumption  of 
glyceryl  trinitrate  tablets  by  subjects 
with  exercise-induced  angina  is  reduced 
by  the  oral  use  of  molsidomine  with  an 
action  lasting  up  to  six  hours.  The 
drug  is  reasonably  well  tolerated  but  a 
high  incidence  of  headaches  is  reported 
with  'its  use. 

A  novel  therapy  for  the  treatment 
of  angina  has  been  achieved  by  the 
marketing  of  lidoflazine  (Clinium). 
Discovered  as  long  ago  as  1966,  only 
recently  has  the  pharmacology  of  this 
compound  become  known.  Lidoflazine 
is  effective  in  ischaemic  cardiac  states 
by  the  selective  inhibition  of  myocardial 
calcium  ion  influx.  Cardiac  output  and 
stroke  volume  are  increased  With  only 
small  changes  in  myocardial  oxygen 
consumption.  Under  its  influence  the 
heart  can  undertake  greater  effort 
without  decreasing  myocardial 
contractility.  Lidoflazine  dosage  is 
usually  120mg  thrice  daily — initially  a 
dose  of  120mg  per  day  is  given  and 
increased  gradually  to  the  optimum 
dosage.  Therapeutic  response  usually 
appears  in  the  sixth  to  eighth  week  of 
treatment.  The  drug  has  no  beta- 
adrenergic  blocking  effect  on  blood 
pressure  and  no  autonomic  action. 

Captopril  (Capoten),  mentioned 
last  year  as  the  first  orally  active 
inhibitor  of  the  enzyme  which  converts 
angiotensin  I  to  the  pressor 
substance  angiotensin  II,  is  anticipated 
to  be  most  useful  in  renovascular 
hypertension.  It  is  effective  in  severe 
hypertension  uncontrolled  by  combined 
therapy  with  a  diuretic,  beta-blocker 
and  vasodilator.  Marketing  is  probable 
in  1981. 


Antidiabetic  agents 


Gliclazide  (Diamicron)  is  a  new 
sulphonylurea  with  ability  to  lower 
the  raised  blood  sugar  levels  of 
maturity  onset  diabetic  patients.  In 
addition  it  reduces  platelet 
adhesiveness  and  aggregation,  and 
increases  fibrinolytic  activity — all 
factors  believed  to  be  involved  in  the 
development  of  long  term 
complications  of  diabetes  mellitus.  It 


is  supplied  as  tablets  containing  80mg 
and  the  initial  dosage  is  40-80mg 
daily  increased  until  adequate  control 
is  achieved  to  a  maximum  of  320mg. 
Obese  patients  or  those  showing 
inadequate  response  may  be  given  a 
biguanide  in  addition.  Nausea, 
headache,  rashes  and  gastrointestinal 
upsets  have  been  noted  with  gliclazide. 

Recombinant  DNA  technology  has 
been  responsible  for  the  production 
of  an  insulin  apparently  identical  with 
human  insulin.  The  biosynthetic  insulin 
is  made  from  E.  coli  by  a  method 
whereby  one  organism  is  "instructed" 
to  make  the  A  chain  of  natural  insulin 
and  another  to  make  the  B  chain.  The 
two  chains  are  extracted  and  purified 
and  then  paired  up.  Clinical  trials  on 
healthy  volunteers  using  two  dosage 
levels  of  the  new  insulin  and  comparing 
the  results  on  blood  sugar  levels  with 
those  produced  by  equivalent  doses 
of  purified  porcine  insulin  are  in 
progress.  It  is  hoped  that  the  new 
"human"  insulin  will  not  produce 
insulin  antibodies,  such  as  those 
produced  by  existing  animal  insulins. 
Plants  to  manufacture  "human" 
insulin  by  the  new  process  are  under 
construction  here  and  in  America. 


Centrally-acting 
drugs 

The  benzodiazepines  have  come  under 
the  critical  scrutiny  of  the  Committee 
on  the  Review  of  Medicines.  Among 
the  conclusions  is  that  benzodiazepines 
are  all  effective  in  short  term 
symptomatic  therapy  of  anxiety  and 
insomnia  but  that  they  tend  to  lose 
their  hypnotic  property  within  three  to 
fourteen  days  of  continuous  use,  and 
furthermore  there  is  little  convincing 
evidence  of  their  efficacy  in  anxiety 
states  after  four  months  continuous 
usage.  There  is  little  evidence  of 
addiction  but  withdrawal  symptoms 
have  occurred  on  abrupt  stopping  of 
therapy.  In  future  manufacturers  have 
been  invited  to  separate  the 
benzodiazepines  into  short-  and  long- 
acting  agents  rather  than  to  advise 
particular  use  for  anxiety  or  insomnia. 

A  new  benzodiazepine  is  ketazolam 
(Anxon);  it  is  recommended  by  its 
makers  for  the  management  of  anxiety, 
tension,  irritability  and  stress-related 
symptoms  in  a  daily  dosage  of  15-60mg 
which  can  be  given  either  as  a  single 
dose  before  bedtime  or  in  divided  doses. 
Ketazolam  is  supplied  as  15mg 
capsules. 

The  range  of  narcotic  analgesics 
available  in  the  UK  has  been  extended 
by  the  introduction  of  butorphanol 
(Stadol).  Like  buprenorphine 


(Temgesic),  noted  in  1978,  butorphanol 
is  a  partial  narcotic  agonist  in  which 
analgesic  activity  is  combined  with 
antagonistic  properties.  It  is  given 
parenterally  for  the  relief  of  moderate 
to  severe  pain  and  is  considered  to  be 
equal  in  effect  to  morphine  but  with 
a  reduced  tendency  to  cause 
dependence.  Efforts  are  being  directed 
to  finding  suitable  means  of  giving  both 
butorphanol  and  buprenorphine  by  the 
oral  or  sublingual  route.  Nalbuphine 
(Nubain)  is  a  similar  type  of  analgesic 
already  marketed  in  the  US  which  may 
be  introduced  here  in  the  future. 


Anti-emetic  agents 


Anti-emetic  agents  acting  centrally 
depress  the  vomiting  centre  in  the 
brain,  including  the  phenothiazines. 
Recently  it  has  been  found  that 
delta-9-tetrahydrocannabinol  (THC) — 
the  active  principle  of  cannabis — has  a 
potent  anti-emetic  effect  especially  in 
patients  undergoing  chemotherapy 
for  cancer.  In  one  trial  THC  was 
found  more  effective  in  controlling 
nausea  and  vomiting  than 
prochlorperazine  and  was  also  the 
treatment  preferred  by  a  majority  of 
patients  (Sallan,  S.E.,  New  Eng.  J. 
Med.  1980,  302,  135).  THC  has  also 
been  found  to  cause  about  30  per  cent 
reduction  in  intraocular  pressure  in 
glaucoma  patients.  However  less  toxic 
analogues  of  THC  are  being  examined 
before  such  cannabis  derivatives  reach 
the  full  marketing  stage. 

A  new  series  of  antidepressant 
drugs  is  heralded  by  the  appearance  of 
trazodone  hydrochloride  (Molipaxin). 
This  substance  differs  chemically  from 
the  tricyclic  antidepressants,  being  a 
triazolopyridine  and  pharmacologically 
it  has  no  anticholinergic  effect  and  no 
reported  cardiotoxicity.  It  is  believed 
to  act  by  the  potentiation  of 
noradrenaline  by  mechanisms  other 
than  uptake  blockade;  a  central 
serotonin  action  may  account  for  the 
anxiety-reducing  property.  Trazodone 
is  advised  for  the  relief  of  symptoms 
in  all  types  of  depression,  especially 
where  anxiety  is  present.  Dosage  is 
100-1 50mg  per  day  in  divided  doses 
given  after  food,  with  a  daily  maximum 
of  600mg.  The  usual  warning  to 
patients  concerning  possible 
impairment  of  judgment  when 
driving  or  handling  machinery  is 
needed  with  this  drug.  ■

She  also  asked  when  negotiations 
on  the  notional  salary  for  pharmacists, 
due  for  review  on  January  1  1980, 
would  begin? 

Dr  Gerard  Vaughan  replied  that  the 
PSNC  had  submitted  their  claim  in 
respect  of  the  year  commencing 
January  1  1980,  on  September  11  and 
that  "the  Department  is  formulating 
an  offer."  ■ 


Rubella  statistics 

Mr  Lewis  Carter- Jones  recently  put  a 
series  of  written  questions  to  Sir  George 
Young  about  rubella,  statistics  related 
to  the  disease,  and  the  use  of  the 
vaccine. 

In  reply,  Sir  George  gave  an 
estimate  (taken  from  representative 
samples  of  practices  as  detailed  by  the 
Royal  College  of  Practitioners)  for  the 
number  of  rubella  cases  reported  in 
the  past  three  years,  expressed  as 
weekly  rate  per  100,000:  1978,  13.4; 
1979,  8.7;  and  1980,  5.6. 

Sir  George  stated  that  on  average 
80  per  cent  of  the  target  group — girls 
between  11  and  14  years — in  each 
AHA,  had  been  vaccinated  against 
rubella.  Seven  cases  of  congenital 
rubella  were  notified  in  the  four 
months  from  March  1  to  June  30. 

Finally  he  gave  the  following 
figures  for  the  number  of  pregnancies 
terminated  in  1979  for  the  following 
categories:  maternal  rubella  disease, 
431;  maternal  rubella  contact,  144, 
and  immunisation,  156.  ■ 

Script  'tax'  double 
retail  price  rise 

Figures  produced  by  Sir  George  Young 
in  response  to  a  written  question  from 
Mr  Michael  Grylls  show  that  as  from 
December  1  prescription  charges  stand 
at  double  the  level  required  to 


index-link  them  to  the  retail  prices 
index.  (RPI.) 

The  figures  are  based  on  June  1968, 
when  prescription  charges  were 
re-introduced  at  12.5p  per  item,  and 
take  into  account  the  RPI  at  June 
each  year.

Charges— larger 
portion  of  drugs  bill 


Income  from  prescription  charges  is 
estimated  to  account  for  8.5  per  cent 
of  the  total  cost  of  drugs  prescribed 
under  the  family  practitioner  services 
in  England  during  1980-81.  The 
estimated  cost  of  drugs  is  £934m  and 
income  from  charges  £79m,  compared 
with  £824. 7m  and  £42. 7m 
respectively  in  1979-80,  when  charges 
represented  5.2  per  cent  of  total 
cost.  These  figures  were  given  in  a 
recent  Commons  written  answer.  ■ 


Per  capita  costs 


Mr  Nicholas  Winterton  asked  Secretary 
for  Social  Services,  how  much  had 
been  spent  per  person  on  NHS 
medicines,  including  chemists' 
dispensing  fees  and  other  distributory 
costs,  so  far  in  1980. 

Dr  Vaughan  replied  that,  up  to 
the  end  of  September  a  total  of  £14.25 
per  person  (in  England)  had  been 
spent.  ■

Bearing  in  mind  the  Governments 
long  term  policy  to  reduce  inflation, 
the  Consortium  has  asked  that: 

□  Wages  councils  and  the 
"inflationary  effects"  of  their 
settlements  be  kept  under  examination 

□  The  National  Insurance  surcharge 
be  abolished 

□  Commercial  premises  receive  the 
same  treatment  for  capital  allowances 
as  industrial  premises 

□  There  is  an  early  return  to  "normal" 
interest  rates 

The  Consortium  has  also  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  Chancellor 
that  commercial  ratepayers  contribute 
a  disproportionate  share  to  local 
finance — 45  per  cent,  1980-81 — and 
urged  the  Government  to  maintain 
and  strengthen  their  control  over  local 
government  spending. 

They  also  feel  that  increases  in 
both  heating  and  transport  charges 
can  no  longer  be  sustained  and  that  the 
existing  discrimination  in  energy  prices 
between  manufacturing  and  commercial 
premises  acts  to  the  detriment  of 
the  latter. 

In  an  analysis  they  carried  out  of 
10  large  public  retail  companies,  nine 
showed  a  decline  in  profitability 
— Boots  pre-tax  margins  falling  from 
9.3  per  cent  for  the  year  end 
September  30  1*79,  to  7.6  per  cent 
for  the  year  end  September  30  1980.  ■

in  force  from  Jan  1
